Claim Rejections - 35 U.S.C. § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 

form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1-6, 9-10, and 12-13 are rejected under 35 U. S. C. § 102 (e) as being 
anticipated by U.S. Patent No. 6,770,928 to Sonimer et al. 

Claims 1-6, 9-10, and 12-13 are rejected for the same reason as set forth in the 
previous Office Action. 

Claim Rejections - 35 U.S.C. § 103 



The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which fomis the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as 
set forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention 
was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability 
shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 
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Claims 8 and 1 1 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103 (a) as being unpatentable over U.S. 
Patent No. 6,770,928 to Sommer et al. in view of Cappelani et al. (6,800898) and further 
in view of the remark. 

Claims 8 and 1 1 are rejected for the same reason as set forth in the previous Office 
Action. 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-13 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground of rejection. 

The original claim 7 recites the memory device wherein the diffusion barrier 
comprises an oxide and not a thermal oxide. 

For the above reason, it is believed that the rejections should be sustained. Feature 
of an invention not found in the claims can be given no patentable weight in 
distinguishing the claimed invention over the prior art. 

Applicant 5 amendment necessitated the new ground of rejection presented in this 
Office Action.
